DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-30 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record to Lindell (US 2002/0039892 Al) fails to teach or suggest 
each and every feature of the cited claims 1 and 27-29 for a wireless device operable to obtain 
wireless data services, comprising: a controller operative to receive a query for data services 
configured for the wireless device, provide access strings provisioned on the wireless device for 
the configured data services, each access string being defined for a particular data service, 
receive a user selection for an access string for a desired data service, select a profile from along 
at least one profile associated with the selected access string, each of the at least one profile 
including i nformation for establishing a particular data call for the desired data service identified 
by the selected access string, (the system or the device performs this step, and the user does not 
need to choose or select the appropriate profile for the desired data serviced and establish a data 
call using the selected profile; and a memory unit operative to store the provisioned access 
strings and profiles associated with the provisioned access strings. Meanwhile, Lindell with the 
conventional usage model, wherein the wireless user selects an appropriate context/dial string 
for a combination of data service, wireless network technology, and service provider, places 
most of the decision burden on the wireless user. This usage model is suitable for a simple case 
in which a limited number of choices for contexts/dial strings are provisioned on the wireless 
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device. The user needs to confirm in a number of steps before the system selects the appropriate 
system (see Lindell, Fig. 4 and page 3/sect. 0033-0036 & 0040).
